Several speakers were put up 
to draw an audience, but none came ; and it is 
ma1iciou^'.y rumored Uiat some of the tenants of 
almost empty benches fell drowsy, and rendered 
sleepy applause to the must gigantic oratorical 
efforts. The brethren look sheepi.«h about the 
whole affair, and think the Council ought to 
kept tlie doors shut ; that there certainly was 
more need for secrecy tlian ever before. The 
organ promised to publish a list of delegates, 
but is a«hamed to do it, and has not fulhlled 
its promise. A sorry spectacle dhl thi” great 
National Council present; so much so, that it 
will make a s.ad concluding chapter in the life 
of Sam. It a ill be the death of the partv about 
bore. 

CFThe New School General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church have had a warm s«‘>5i<»u 
ot it, at Cleveland, on the subject of slavery. 
The result wa.« the adoption of a re{>ort that will 
produce secession on the part of the South. .So 
it goes; one organization after another dissolves 
upon this subject. Thank Providence, there is 
one political party that lias stood tlie fire whil.'^t 
otliers have exploded, and whilst so-cal'od 
Christian churches have, one after another, done 
their part towards the dis.'Olutiou of tliis Union. 
They are following conscience too, being too 
holy to associate with Southern sinners. Let 
these good ( ? people go on. Their unpatriotic 
conduct, under the plea of conscience, may sat 
isfy them, perhaps; but when this Union is «lis- 
solved, ju.-tice will be done their consciences 
that cau’tallow them to go to heaven with other 
people. Shall it lie written on the mins of the 
fairest fabric of human liberty — perished of too 
much conscience? 

i_TWe see that some of the K. N. (Mpers are 
publishing tlial the Hon. J. H. Jewett offereii a 
re-solution to the Hardin county bar indorsing 
Mr. C. G. Wintersmith as qualified for tbe office 
of Judge of the Court of Appeals. Suppose it 
were true, Wintersmith is not a candid.ate, and 
il he were, tlie resolution is no pledge on the 
part of its authors to vote for him . But the fact 
is, Mr. Jewett neither wrou* the resolution nor 
offered it. He only moved, on the part of the 
bar, that it be eutcred on the minutes of the 
court. Mr. J ewett will vole for Mr. Bullitt — 
that Uie brrahren may depend upon; yet, at the 
same time, he would not refuse to acknowledge 
the quaiifications of others. 

ICr Mr. Brooks arguisi in the Know-Nothing 
Convention, “ that if the American party was 
as it appeared to l>e, the uiLsuccessful party of 
the hour, that is all the more reason to suppose 
that It would be the successful party of the fu- 
ture.'* IVe presume tiiat is the rea.«on the K. 
N.'s polled no more votes last Novcml>er ; they 
didn't want to spoil their prospecu for the fu- 
ture. IVc like to encourage this philosophy. 
We hope the brethren will take warning, ;ind 
not appear at present to be successful in this 
city, or they will not have that “ more reason ’’ 
to Lo{ie for tlie future. 

D” One of the Know Nothing resolutions is j 
very remarkable: “We tould build up the 
American i»arty on the principles heretofore 
stated.” They don’t say the party is built up 
on these principles, or that it is likely to be so 
built up, or built up at all ; but they miuIJ if 
they could. Tlie case is implied to be vervde.»- 
perate. “ Awake, arise !” says Mr. Brooks, in 
the language of the Devil to lus discomlitted 
boots “ or be forever fallen.” This line of 
devilish poetry ought to be added, to complete 
tbe resolution. 

0“ We republish the platform said to have 
been adopted by the National Council that sat 
here last week. Brooks had made a report, but 
Si'TOggs offered this as a sub.stitute, and snatched 
from Brooks the laurels he had promised him- 
•elf; so that Brooks, with liis tqircad- eagle 
rhelotic and Satanic poetry, couldn't come it. 
Scroggs'f star is in Uie a.sceiident. As tlie 
American party descends beneath the horizon, 
remember Uiat Scroggs was last seen at tlte head 
of the constellation. 

ILF The account of the riots at Wasliiagton, j 
purporting to be found in Uie American Organ, | 
IS only what that organ would have given of Uie 
matter, if it Lad been in exi stoiice. Tlie said 
Organ lias been dead for some time. The K. 
N.’s want this, pcriiaps, to lie regarded as a 
voice from the tomb. It first appeared in a live 
paper in Baltimore, thehot-bedof Piug-Uglyisiii. 

CFM'e know no North, no^uUi, no East, no 
M'est, appears to have been a favorite phrase at 
the grand NaUonal Know-Nothing Council, and 
ID their case it is very appropriate, and rcjire- 
sents very well tbe party to which Uiey belong. 
Judging from the poll-books, they don’t appear 
to have been much at any quarter of the com- 
pass. 

U* Tbe oigan hen? told us that the secrecy 
ol the party was abolished ; and the other or- 
gans in this State have proclaimed that Uie 
American order no longer existed. The plat- 
form contradicts all this flaUy. It audtorixfs 
State Councils to abolish degrees, and subsU- 
tute a pledge of honor for an oath, we pre.sume. 

TT It will be seen that the Know-Nothings 
have not advanced in their religious knowledge 
for a year past.

Considering the results of the last November 
elections, and of the early spring election of the 
present year, and of the late Virginia election, 
.ind considering, also, the signal defeat of the 
Know-Nothing Plug-Uglie.s at the Washington 
city municipal election the other d.ay, it lnu^lbc 
confessed that the circumstance.s and party re- 
miniscences attending this national .as.seiublagc 
at Louisville were not of the most cheering de- 
scription. Hence, it is not surprising that this 
Council exhibited scarcely a greater degree of 
warmth or enthusiasm than the remains ot some 
unfortunate searching expedition for Sir John 
Franklin holding a consultation over the wreck 
of their ship among Uie icebergs of the An tic 
circle. 

At the very outset of the proceedings of this 
National Council ‘ most probably the la.>:t oPthe 
Mohicans), Mr. Erastu.s Brooks, through the 
parliamentary device of a resolution offered by 
him.self, secured the important posiuon of chair- 
man of the committee to revise the party plat- 
form. The committee accordingly M-t to work, 
and in good time reportini certain resolutions 
defining .\mcricaii principles. But altor a profit- 
less deiute upon them, a cei-taiii geiitleniaulroin 
the neighborhood of Buffalo, of the eminently 
historical name of General Gustavus Adolplius 
Scroggs, moved to strike out the whole rejiort 
of .Mr. Brooks and his committee, and to substi- 
tute the Philadelphia platform u{khi w hich Fill- 
more and Donelson were ruu for the Pi-csidency. 
.\nd this motion prevailed. The American 
p.irty, therefore, remains ban! aground among 
the breakers, and the transuctions of this Lou- 
isville Council amount to litUe else than a con- 
fession of the hopelessness of the wreck. 

The only victory achieved in tbe proceedings 
of the Council was the victory of Geii. Scroggs 
over .Mr. B.sooks. Tiiis puts Scroggs somewhat 
ahead of Brooks, and gives to Scroggs a wide 
margin of speculation in reference to ISGd, in- 
.osuiiieli ks never a word apjioars to have been 
said by tbe Council in behalfuf a rc-nouiiiiation 
of the ticket of Fillmore ana Donelson. Com- 
pare this ominous oversight with our enthusi- 
iistic motropoliuin torchlight {iroccs.«ion of drays 
.ind carts a few short months ago, and we have 
a most painful exemplification of the precari- 
ous Iciiiire of partisan idolatry. We Uike it 
for gianted, from the significant neglect of this 
National Council to re-indoise him, that Mr. 
Fillmore, as the American candidate for the 
succt*ssion, ie incontinently dropped. We thus 
conclude that he is at perfect liberty to join 
those other ox-Presidcuis — Martin Van Buicn, 
Jolm Tyler, and Franklin Pierce — in the patri- 
archal science of agriculture, or tliathcis equal- 
ly free to adopt any of the mauiy useful pursuits 
of life in which a whole legion of our super.inu- 
ated and worn out politicians of ail parties mar 
be found. 

But wherever the responsibility may lie in 
this matter, as far as Mr. F'illmore is coiiccm- 
etl, we claim that the New York Herald, at 
least, is entitled to the gratitude of his friends.

The 
fact is. the public mind has settled down into 
the conviction that our elections, to be worth 
anything as security for political rights, must 
lie enUrely free from tbe control of political 
rowdies and bullies who stuff ballot-boxes, is 
sue false naturalization papers, or shoot citizens 
down at the polls, because they have the decen- 
cy to avow that their lives are governed by a 
particular Christian faith. These men, what- 
ever they may call themselves, arc the enemies 
of freedom everywhere, and therefore every 
lover of free institutions must rejoice when they 
are made to feel the wboh'some operation of 
authority strong enough to be effecUve.

The National American Council. 

At the close of the report in our {taper jester- ' 
day of the proceedings of the National Ameri- * 
can Council, we statod that Gen. Scroggs, of ' 
New York, offered the Platform adoptt^Feb. < 
2lst, 1856, with the exception of the 13th sec- ' 
tion, as a substitute for the resolutions reported ' 
by the Committee of Thirteen. ’ 

This substitute was adopted. Tlie follow- ' 
ingis I 

THE PLATFORM . 

1st. An humble acknowledgment to the Su- i 
premc Being for His protecting care, vouchsaf- i 
ed to our fathers in their successful revolution- i 
ary struggle, and hitherto nr.inifested to us, their i 
descendants, in the preservation of the liberties, 
the independence, and the union of these 
States. ' 

2d. The {K?r|>atuation of the Federal Union, 
as the palladium of our civil and religious lib- 
erties, and the only sure bulwark of American 
Independence. • 

3d. Americans niufl rule America, and to this 
end «a/ir*-boin citizens should be selected for 
all Bute, Federal, and municipal offices or gov- , 
crument employment, in preference to all 
others; nevertheless, 

4th. Persons born of American parents, resid- 
ing temjiorarily abroad, should be entitled to all 
the rights of native-born citizens; but 

5th. No jierson should be selected for jioliti- 
cal .station (whether of native or foreign birth) 
wlio recognizes any allegiance or obligation ol 
any description to any foreign prince, {xitentiite, 
or power, or who refuses to recognize the Feder.il 
and State couslilutioiis (each within its sphere) 
as (laramount to all other laws, as nilcs of po- 
litical action. 

Gth. The unqualified recognition and main- 
tenance of the reserved ri^ts of the several 
States, and the cultivation of harmony and fra- 
ternal good will between the citizens of the 
several States, and to this end, nou-iiiterfcrencc 
of Congress with questions sp{)ortaining solely 
to the individual States, and iion-inten’cntion 
by each Suite with the affairs of another State. 

7th. The recognition of the right of the na- 
tivo-boniand natunillzed citizens of the United 
States, jxirmanently residing in any Territory 
thereof, to frame their conslitutiun and laws, 
and to regulate their domestic and social affairs 
in their own mode, subject only to the provisions 
of the Federal Constitution, with the {irivilege 
of admission into tbe Union whenever they 
have the requisite {lopnlation for one Repre.seii- 
tative inCoiigxess: Vroculed, alirays, that none 
but those who .arc citizens of the United .Suites, 
under the constitution and laws therooi, and wiio 
have a fix*ai residence in any .such Territory, 
ought to {iiirticipate in the formation of theeon- 
stituliou, or in the enactment of law.s for Kiid 
Territory or Suite. 

Bill. An enlorceraont of tlie {irinci pie that no 
Suite or Territory ought to admit others than 
eitizeus of the United States to the right of suf- 
frage, or of holding political office. 

'Jth. .■\ change in the laws of naturalization, 
making a continued residence of twenty-one 
years, of all not hereinbefore provided for, an 
indis{)ensahle requisite lor citizenship hereafter, 
and excluding all pau{)ers, and {lersons convicted 
of crime, from lauding on our shores; but no 
interference with the vested rights of foreign- 
ers. 

lOth Op{)osition to any union between Church 
and State; no interference with religious faith, 
or worship, and no te<»t oaths for office. 

llth. Free and thorough inve.>tigation into 
any and all alleged abuses of public function- 
aries, and a strict economy in all'public expen- 
ditures. 

12. The maintenance and enforcement of all 
laws constitutiuually enacted, until said laws 
sh ill be re{)e.iled, or shall be declared null and 
void by competent judicial authority. 

13th. Therefore, to remedy exi.«tiiig evils, and 
prevent the disa.strous consequences otherwise 
resulting therelrora, we would build up the 
.\nierican party on principles hereinbefore stat- 
ed. 

Mill. That each Slate Council shall have au- 
thority to amend their several constitutions, so 
as to abolish the several degrees, and institute 
a pledge of honor, instead of other obligations 
for fellowship and adniission into the party. 

l.'ith. A free and open discussion of all polit- 
ical (irinciples embraced in our platform.
